As 
the critical examination of the 
League develops, certain aspects 
of its organisation come in for 
condemnation. For instance, 
there is the contention that the 
linking up of the Covenant to 
the Peace Treaties is a definite 
handicap to the League. Altera- 
tion of that condition is not 
impossible, although clearly it! 
cannot be attempted unless 
safety under the ‘Treaties 
assured. Perhaps the Conves 
set out to achieve a moral re- 
formation ahead of _ political 
conditions. Yet, looking back 
over the last fourteen years, it 
cannot be denied that the 
League has performed useful 

rvice in the Joint settlement of 
issues which might, in the old 
days, have had no other outcome 
than’ war. To the pessimists it 
surely is a good answer to point 
out that the mere fact that the 
League iy reproached for 
failing to prevent certain 
lapses from the principles of 
‘the Covenant is in itself a 
proof of the world’s advance. 
Before 1914 no-one would 
‘have ventured to condemn a set 












































of nations or a single nation for 
failing to prevent aggression by 
Jother nations. Yet this is part 
land parcel of the indictment of 
the League to-day. From it the: 
League may take encouragement. 
Mr, Wells is eminently sound 
in his criticism of the League's 
jeconomic failure because it  has| 
thrown men back on a fierce, des- 
pairing nationalism. ‘The "Lea- 
Jgue's efforts to maintain peace 
hhave been developed in a spirit 
lof self-seeking among the nations. 
This spirit has stood in severe 
contrast. to. the self-sacrifice 
which the ideals of war have cul- 
tivated. ‘That is where Hitlerism 
Jand Fascism have scored, in Spite 
lof the crudities of their barbaric 
revivals, They have, in fact, 
stolen the thunder of the League. 
They have perceived that the mo- 
tive force from which the Lea- 
gue derive the sanction of world 
mn was the ideal of personal 
subordination to the walfare of 
the community. The preception 
was really not original—not 
even when, cat adopted 
by the Soviet organisers of 
the new Russian state, The 
question before the League 
is how to prepare the ground for 
{the adoption of this spirit of self- 
jsacrifice in the organisation for 
peace. rmament is 
enough, Atits best it simply 
delays the coming of the evil day. 
The world requires to be told that 
peace among its peoples is mere- 
ly the preservation of the right 
to live and of a belief fi 
lcommon good. Despite the fran 
tic revival of the glamour of war, 
nations are trying hard to evolve 
means for enstiring the economic 
livelihood of their respective 
selves, They can arrive at agree. 
ments to which they pin their 
faith, even though their recent: 
factions have repudiated — the 
sanctity of pledges. This may 
bbe the dark hour of the League 
but it need not be the last hour 
if lessons ure rightly learnt. Mr. 
‘Wells does a service in bluntly 
stating the conception of failure. 
His reasoning may halt there. 
(Others can carry on with courage 
to the logical remedy: the recon- 
struction of machinery for co- 
operation, whether by the League 
lor by a new and revised instru- 
ment for international service.

complete somersault. Scorn is 
poured on the petty souls who 


demur to the cultivation of brute 
force as the ultimate argument. 
Ecstatic despair hails the 

evitability of war and accepts 
its immolation of humanity with 
all the drugged fanaticism of the 
hapless victim of sati. The 19th 
Century held up as a model the 
man or nation to whom the 
spoken word was as solemn as 
the sealed bond in pledging 
faith. It did not regard the 
breaking of a covenant as venial; 
indeed it provided sanctions to 
enforce such a document, by the 
arbitrament, whether of courts 
‘or of arms. The 20th Century, 
after having fought for honour 








and good faith, now seeks to 
ridicule those’ curious _ana- 
chronisms. Having used science

to expose some of the aécidental 
fallacies of religious belief, men 
now tend to invoke the ancient 
myths and superstitions to re- 
place that which they think they 
have successfully destroyed. 
Abstract notions of right and 
[wrong are derided. Instead, men 
don a colour, set up a mortal in 
the panoply of godhead, declare 
that the colour is the only 
occupant of the _political 
spectrum and fall down 
slavish worship of the new deity 
Facts are thrown into the boiling 
oil of extreme partisanship. 
Their place is ‘taken by wild 
assertions and denials, _ac- 
‘ceptance of which is enforced by 
mass-tyranny. 

‘To suggest that this is a per- 
manent condition is to deny the 
existence of those elements of 
thought and inspiration which, 
through the ages, have governed 
the relationships of men and 
women. ‘The commerce of the 
‘market iplace, the deliberation in 
the council, the adv@nture in the 
wild—those are but the outward 
manifestations of the spiritual 
foree whereof the kingdom of 
man takes its authority. If they 
jare to be doomed to do without 
that force, then they are cut off 
from their base as surely as any 
farmy which has failed to protect 
its lines of communication. ‘The 
Ineo-realists to-day would, no 
doubt, talk airily of the struggle 
for existence, the survival of the 
fittest, in blissful neglect of the 
bedrock fact that, ever since the 
world was, men have sought to 
find spiritual sanctions for their 
mental processes. They see a 
}world dismayed, distraught, de- 
pressed. They attribute " that 
plight to principles which apply 
severe tests in time of tension. 
They imagine that the way out 
ies easily through recantation of 
those principles and the erection 
}of wooden images in order to 
shut out the compelling majesty 
lof the unseen spirit of life. So 
they devise a fustian philosophy 
which they endow with a meretri- 
‘cious prestige by enthroning what 
they call reality in the room of: 
truth, 

That is the beginning of the 
movement. It is continued by 
marshalling the mechanical forces 
lof civilisation to. suppress the 
spiritual forees of mankind. If 
18 book, hitherto revered, seems to 
question the wisdom of the neo- 
realists, it is committed to the 
flames and force is used to pre- 
vent it from gaining further cur- 
rency. If figures, facts or other. 
fashions whereby sanity judges. 
results, stand awkwardly in the 
way, they are promptly commit- 
‘ted to the holocaust. In their 
places, will-o'-the-wisp phantoms 
fare released from the musty lim- 
bos of the past and marshalled in 
jeerie array to cow humanity into 
panic-stricken acquiescence. That. 
is what the neo-realism of the age 
[would seek to achieve. Will the 
lworld wag in patient endorse- 
ment? The answer surely is not 
jin doubt.

Then, too, the di

It is, 
said that it is no uncommon 
thing for a man to regard selec- 
tion for a match as an obliga. 
tion which can be easily ignored 
—preferably at the eleventh 
hour—in favour of a cocktail 
party, a cinema engagement or 
something of that fierce deserip- 
tion, Spectators get out of 
hand; they imagine that they are 
thought-readers and congequent- 
ly detect intentional brutality in 
an unfortunate . clash. ‘They 
lexpect the referee to pounce on 
what they suspect isa breach of 
the rules. Tt never occurs to 
























them that the referee or umpire 
is concerned with the run of the 





possible that the alleged 
breach was not a breach at all. 
But even if a mistake has 
occurred, it is far better for 
‘spectators to adopt the course 
imposed on the players and troat 
it as part of the luck of the game, 
This journal would not. palliate 
rough iplay or deliberate infrac- 
tions of the rules. All it pleads 
for is a little confidence in the 
Committees and referees who 
fare doing their best to handle 
fa problem which ix specially 
complicated in cosmopolitan 
community. In many ways criti. 
jcism of a particular team tends 
fo set alight the inflammable 
material known as nationalism. 
Forbearance is often shown 
simply because of that difficulty. 
Concrete suggestions of a con- 
structive kind might. be accept. 
ably put before the different 
committees in this regard, For 
example it should not be difficult 
to prevent service teams from 
incurring odium, provided 
national prestige is not offended 
by public. pillorying. A quiet 
word to the right quarter and, 
no doubt, the necessary adjust- 
ment in manners would be made. 
This is mentioned merely to 
indicate the sort of — problem 
which committees have some- 
times to consider and the sort of 
way in which it can best 
treated. For the rest it is, 
hoped ‘that sport in, Shanghai 
‘will continue to flourish and to 
assist the cohesion of sportsmen , 
of all nationalities. And for 
that desirable consummation to - 
be. achieved, nothing is more’ 
effective than a healthy trust in 
the good sense and good faith of 
the men who give up their 
spare time, without any reward 
except the pleasure of assisting 
in the cultivation of sport, to 
organising and controlling 
Shanghai's games.
